residence tax, Vichy got 1,325,900 francs and oth­ 
er cities, smaller amounts, the total for the y ear 
b eing ab out 17,000,000 francs, or ab out $700,000. 
Deauville paid a comparatively small amount, 
only 178,000 francs ($7,000) b ecause the season 
there is only a couple of weeks in midsummer. 
According to the terms of the law authoriz­ 
ing the collection of this special tax the pro­ 
ceeds are to be used for the “ dev elopment, beau­ 
tification and salubrity of the resort.” 
The money is turned into the coffers of the 
municipalities ahd the prefects of the respective 
departments are held responsib le for the use to 
which it is put. But there is so much red tape 
and cry ptic regulation ab out the making of re­ 
ports that 
even the National Tourist 
Bureau, 
which initiated the tax, admits its inab ility to 
tell what has b een done. 
In an official report on the tax in the town 
of Enghien-les-Bains, near Paris, which am ount­ 
ed to 20,945 francs ($800, it is announced that 
the money was used to construct a drainage sy s­ 
tem. 
“But,” asks Rob ert Guesin, who made an 
exhaustive study of the sub ject, “would Enghien 
have gone on forever without a drainage sy stem 
if the foreigners had not gone there and paid 
the tax ?”

TAXING IN FRANCE. 
The question of what b ecomes of the resi­ 
dence taxes paid b y foreign visitors to certain 
designated cities and watering places in France 
coming under the heading of tourist resorts has 
b een asked b y many Americans who have had to 
pay the tax. 
It consists of from five to ten per 
cent of the hotel b ills in addition to all the sup­ 
plementary charges. 
French people, who are, 
of course, sub ject to the tax just as foreigners, 
also are asking the question. 
How important the question is may b e seen 
when official records are studied. The town of 
Nice, for instance, took in 3,264,700 francs for

TAXING IN FRANCE. 


The question of what becomes of the resi- 


dence taxes paid by foreign visitors to certain 
designated cities and watering places in France 
coming under the heading of tourist resorts has 
been asked by many Americans who have had to 
pay the tax. It consists of from five to ten per 
cent of the hotel bills in addition to' all the sup- 
plementary charges. 
French people, who are, 


of course, subject to the tax just as foreigners, 
also are asking the question. 


How important the question is may be seen 


when official records are studied. The town of 
Nice, for instance, took in 3,264,700 francs for 


residence tax, Vichy got 1,325,900 francs and oth- 
er cities, smaller amounts, the total for the year 
being about 17,000,000 francs, or about $700,000. 
Deauville paid a comparatively small amount, 
only 178,000 francs ($7,000) be'cause the season 


' there is only a couple of weeks in midsummer. 


According to the terms, of the law authoriz- 


ing the collection of this special tax the pro- 
ceeds are to be used for the "development, beau- 
tification and salubrity of the resort," 


The'money is turned into the coffers of the 


municipalities and the prefects of the respective 
departments are held responsible for the use* to 
which it is put. But there is so much red tape 
and cryptic regulation about the making of re- 
ports that even the National Tourist Bureau, 
which initiated the tax, admits its inability to 
tell what has been done. 


In an official report on the tax in the town 


of Enghien-les-Bains, near Paris, which amount- 
ed to 20,945 francs ($800, it is announced that 
the money was used to construct a drainage sys- 
tem. "But," asks Robert Guesin, who made an 
exhaustive study of the subject, "would Enghien 
have gone on forever without a drainage system 
if the foreigners had not gone there and paid 
the/tax?"
